Sir Edmund Hillary and his band 
o f New Zealanders feasted o n Navy 
beans and ho t do gs to day after 
co mpleting their trek to the So uth 
Po le o ver 1,200 miles o f sno w and 
ice. 
The 3 8 -y ear-o ld co nquero r o f 
Mt. Ev erest pulled into the Am­ 
erican scientific 
statio n 
to day 
after camping in sight o f it Fri- 
day night with tracto r gaso line 
left fo r o nly 20 mo re miles. 
The five-man band was the first 
to make it o verland fro m the co ast 
in 4 6 y ears. Later

Po le, including the o nes that set 
up the 17-man statio n here, hav e 
been by air. 
Navy Lt. Verno n Ho uk, military

be realized is that the ability to fo rget is as 
impo rtant as the ability to rem em bei 
in 
the pro cesses o f human life. 


Human brains are capable o f r e m e m b e r ­ 
ing m uch m o re than they do , but it takes a 
co nscio us effo rt to file away a particular 
impressio n, taste, smell o r so und 
in the 
cav ern s o f the brain and mo st ev ery day , 
hum drum ex periences do no t pro duce the 
needed stimuli. It is just as well they do 
no t. fo r an o v erwo rked m em o ry co uld pro ­ 
duce so m e erratic results. 


It is po ssible, ho wev er, to discipline the 
mind to re m em be r m o re o f the truly im ­ 
po rtant o ccurrences than it wo uld if the 
co nscio us effo rt w ere no t m ade. It is s im ­ 
ply a m atter o f co ncentrating o n the thing 
to be rem em bered, instead o f taking 
fo r 
granted that it will be rem em bered . Rep­ 
etitio n is a v aluable asset in inducing a per­ 
m anent m e m o rv , as is the co mbining 
o f 


sev eral o f the senses in co njuring * mental 
picture. 
So co m p lex is this thing called m e m o ry 
that psy cho lo gists are no t 
certain they 
kno w ho w it wo rks. But this is what they 
think happens: The 10 billio n nerv e cells in 
the human brain are susceptible to the co n-1 
tinuo us string o f im pressio ns which 
flo w ; 
thro ugh them. Certain phy sical c h an ges o c ­ 
cur m so m e o f the cells when a particu­ 


la r l y stro ng impressio n hits them. The e x ­ 
tent to which the perso n will 
r e m em b e r 
t lint impressio n depends upo n the d ecr ee o f I 
phy sical change in the cell. 
Aging 
s lo w s do wn the ablitv o f the cells 
to change, which ex plains w hy m an y o lder 
indiv iduals can v iv idly recall so m e ex p er i­ 


e n c e fro m their childho o d, while no t re­ 
m em b erin g an ev ent which o ccurred 
re­ 
cently . 
Memo rizatio n, then, is o ne hum an pro c­ 
ess which has no t receiv ed m uch help fro m 
tin* are o f auto matio n.

Harness of Seas Approaching 


Nuclear fissio n has been harnessed fo r 
use as po wer. This is the principle o f the 
nuclear reacto rs which are being put into 
use in this and o ther co untries. 
No w the British hint that they hav e near­ 
ly so lv ed the pro blem o f harnessing nuc le­ 
ar fusio n. 
Fissio n is the splitting o f ato m s with a 
trem endo us release o f energy . Fusio n is the 
fusing o f ato m s with a v ery much greater 
release o f energy . The difficulty is in arti­ 
ficial pro ductio n o f the heat (like that o f the 
sun) to create fusio n. In hy dro gen bo mbs 
the ato m bo m b is used fo r this, but it can ­ 
no t be used fo r o ther, peaceful purpo ses. 
The British say they are o n the v er ge o f 


ci eating an “ artificial sun,” which wo uld 
m ean that po wer co uld be deriv ed 
fro m 
“ heav y hy dro gen.” The latter is present in 
the seas in unlimited am o unts. 
Thus, if the anno uncem ent is true, the 
British may ho appro aching the tim e when 
they can harness bo th the heat o f the sun 
and the abundance o f the seas fo r the use o f 
mankind.

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Need Memory Loss Too 
LAFF-A-DAY 


Most persons decry a “faulty' memory 
which at times can prove embarrassing, 
annoying or even cause loss of prestige in 
business or social circles. What may not 
be realized la that the ability to forget is as 
important as the ability to remember in 
the processes of human life. 
Human brains are capable of rem em ber­ 
ing much more than they do. hut it takes a 
conscious effort to file away a particular 
impression, taste, smell or sound in the 
caverns of the brain and most everyday, 
humdrum experiences do not produce the 
needed stimuli. It is just as well they do 
not, for an overworked memory could pro­ 
duce some erratic results. 
It is possible, however, to discipline the 
mind to remember more of the truly im­ 
portant Occurrences than it would if the 
conscious effort were not made It is sim­ 
ply a matter of concentrating on the thing 
to be remembered, instead of taking for 
granted that it will be remembered Rep­ 
etition is a valuable asset in inducing a per 
manrnt memory, as is the combining of 


several of the senses in conjuring a mental 
picture. 
So complex is this thing called memory 
that psychologists are not certain they 
know how it works. But this is what they 
think happens The IO billion nerve cells in 
the human brain are susceptible to the con­ 
tinuous string of impressions which flow 
through them Certain physical changes oc­ 
cur in some of the cells when a particu­ 
la t e strong impression hits them. The ex­ 
tent to which the person will remember 
that impression depends upon the degree of 
physical change in the cell. 
Aging slows down the ablitv of the cells 
to change, which explains why many older 
individuals can vividly recall some experi­ 
ence from their childhood, while not re­ 
membering an event which occurred re­ 
cently. 
Memorization, then, is one human proc- 
e > which has not received much help from I 
the age of automation It still requires the 
same ingredients it did a century ago — 
repetition, assoc iation of ideas and coneen- 
t; at ion.

Nuclear fission has been harnessed for 
use as power. This is the principle of the 
nuclear reactors which art' being put into 
use in this and other countries.

The d iffic u lty is in a r ti­ 
ficial production o f the heat (lik e th a t of th e 
sun) to create fusion. In hydrogen bombs 
the atom bomb is used for this, but it c a n ­ 
not be used for other, peaceful p u r p o se s 
The British say they are on the verge of 


creating an “artificial sun,” which would 
mf an that power could be derived from 
“heavy hydrogen.”

Special Care 
Costs Ruled 
As Deductible 


WASHINGTON Uh — A ruling 
that special training and care for 
the mentally and physically han­ 
dicapped are deductible as a med­ 
ical expense on income tax re­ 
turns today was formalized by the 
Internal Revenue Service. 
An IRS bulletin said the deduct­ 
ible costs may include board and 
lodging 
in 
an 
institution 
other 
than a hospital if the person is 
there because medical care or spe­ 
cial schooling is available. 
“ For example, medical care in­ 
cludes the entire cost of institu­ 
tional care for a person who is 
mentally ill and unsafe when left 
alone,” the bulletin said. 
This has been the government's 
position 
since 
September 
1956 
when Rep. Gary (D-Va) obtained I would not be deductible for tax 


til now it had not been incorporat­ 
ed officially in the 
tax 
regula­ 
tions. 
The regulation permits deduc­ 
tion for twits of instruction in 
braille and in lip-reading for the 
blind or deaf. 
IRS 
emphasized 
that 
if 
the 
availability of medical care is not 
a principal reason for a person’s 
presence in an institution, the tax 
deduction covers only the portion 
of the cost of institutional care 
which is attributable to medical 
care.
